Sweater Case Now 
Under Scrutiny

Sacramento State College's 
chief security officer Jim Cook 
has released information that a 
team of two men have been seen 
selling sweaters on campus pos- 
sibly made of a highly inflam- 
mable material. 

The men selling sweaters, sup- 
posedly made of Alpaca, at two 
for twenty dollars, were seen om 
by SSC student Jerry Pacheco. 
The men were selling the sweat- 
ers from the back of a 1949 or 
1950 red and white Chevrolet 
panel truck. The trucks license 
plate is D47252 and also car- 
ried a temporary paper plate 
1874883. Pacheco reported the 
back of the truck contained be- 
tween twenty and thirty boxes of 
two sweaters each. 

The men were described as fol- 
lows: The taller of the two is 
about thirty-five years old and 
only slightly above average 
height. The other is of medium 
height, about forty-five years old 
and has a thin mustache. 

Sacramento city police have 
told Cook, that due to the circum- 
stances and in view of the fact 
that they have been plagued in 


‘recent months with the sale of 


these fraudulently advertised 
sweaters, that these men are pro- 
bably selling sweaters made of 
the dangerously inflammable 
Acrilon. 

Anyone having purchased one 
of these sweaters, or knowing the 
whereabouts of these men, or 
with any information that might 
be of aid to the polite are urged 
to contact Cook immediately. He 
may be contacted in 111 Admin- 
istration building or reached by 
telephone, extension 200.

For Chemistry Contest 
The opening of the 1959 con- 


test in colloid and surface chem- 
istry among college undergrad- 
uates was announced today by 
the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. The contest, sponsored by 
the Continental Oil Company of 
Houston, Texas and Ponca City, 
Oklahoma, is now in its third 
year. 

Students of ‘chemistry, bio- 
chemistry and chemical engin- 
eering at all accredited univer- 
sities and colleges of the United 
States and Canada are eligible if 
they are regular undergraduates 
on April 1, 1959. 

The contestants may enter 
either a report on a research pro- 
ject conducted by themselves or 
an essay on the subject, “The 
contribution of Irving Langmuir 
to colioid and surface chemistry.” 
Langmuir, American Nobel Prize 
winner in chemistry, who passed 
away less than two years ago, 
was with the General Electric 
Co. The best essay and the best 
report will each receive prizes of 
$500 and the second best each 
$200 under contest regulations. 
Honorable mention prizes of $50 
are also provided. 

The deadline for submitting en- 
tries is July ist, 1959. Entry 
blanks may be obtained immedi- 
ately by writing to Prof. K. J. 
Mysels, chemistry department, 
Usiversity of Southern California, 
Los Angeles 7, California. The 
prizes will be awarded by a pan- 
el of anonymous judges and will 
be distributed September Ist.

Boulder, Colorado, it was an- 
nounced today by the Institute 
of International Education. The 
program, which is the second of 
three summer sessions, will again 
be directed by Professor Wyn F. 
Owen of the University of Colo- 
rado and will operate from June 
28 to August 29, 1959. 

The purpose of the Economics 
Institute is to provide newly ar- 
rived students with concentrated 
training in basic economics an- 
alysis and supplemental training 
in oral and written English. In 
addition to the academic objec- 
tives, the program includes an in- 
troduction to the United States 
society and culture 

The Economics Institute was 
made possible by a grant from 
the Ford Foundation and devel- 
oped under the auspices of the 
Inter-University Committee of 
the American Economic Associa- 
tion. 

Eligible candidates must have 
been admitted to an educational 
institution in the United States 
for a full academic year of grad- 
uate study in 1959-60 in the fields 
of economics or agricultural ec- 
onomics Students who began 
their studies (graduate or under- 
graduate) in the United States 
before January, 1959, are in- 
eligible. 

All colleges and universities in 
the United States offering grad- 
uate instruction in economics and 
agricultural economics, govern- 
ment and international agencies, 
and other institutions concerned 
with foreign students in the 
United States are invited to re- 
commend candidates for admis- 
sion. Students interested in at- 
tending the summer program 
should make known their interest 
to their college and ask to be 
considered for recommendation.

ls Announced 


Twenty-five travel courses have 
heen announced for the spring 
and summer sessions by the col- 
lege. 

The travel courses are centered 
around planned travel experiences 
and are taught by members of 
the college faculty. Students may 
earn credit by attending trips and 
fulfilling the instructor's require- 
ments.

Hornets Rebound From Initial 
Loss to Nevada; Win Crown

Coach Hal Wo'lts» Sacramento 
State College Hornets lost ther 
first game at University of Ne- 
vada, 69-53 but cane back the 
foiiowing night, last Saturday, te 
win 55-44 and grab the Far West- 
ern Conference championship 

The split in the two-game 
series and Wednesday night's 61- 
29 decision over the Cal Aggies 
ended the reguiar season for the 
locals, leaving them with an 
eight-won, two-lost record in con 
ference play and an overall 13-10 
mark 

SSC fans watched the first 
Nevada - Sacramento contest in 
anticipation, but they saw the 
chance for victory go early in the 
game as the determined Wolf 
Pack bounced off to a 35-24 hall- 
time advantage 

Chuck Mobley, the sensational 
piaymaker for the Hornets, did 
not bit as consistently as usual 
finishing the game with 17 points 
to his credit. The contest marked 
the first in eight in which Mobley 
had not reached the 20-pormt 
plateau 

Woives Offset SSC Drive 

Ten of Mobley's points came in 
the second half, the period in 
which the Hornets tried to get 
back im the ball game. However 
the combined point-collecting 
power of Wolves York, Lyon, and 
6'7" center Stan Summers proved 
too much for the SSC attempt 

Three members of the Wolf 
Pack hit for double figures, Sum- 
mers leading the way with 15, 
Ferrari with 12, and Lyon with 
11. Scoring behind Mobley for 
the Hornets were Beb Syftestad, 
12, and Denny Cole, 10. But the 
rest of the Nevada squad com- 
bined for 33 points, while the 
remainder of the Green and Gold 
forces could muster only 14 

Sheer determination was the 
force that brought the Hornets 
their first FWC basketball crown 


with the following night's victory. 
Trailing at the halftime inter- 
mission by a 24-22 margin, Mob- 
ley and the locals came back to 
outscore the home squad 33-20 in 
the final stanza. 

Nevada Crowd Unhappy 
Nevada rooters Ii'- 
tered the floor with coims and 
paper when they realized thew 
squad was in trouble, and a few 
of them came up with some 
rather obnoxious yells for what 
was to become the championship 
team of the league 

Moublev again led the scoring 
parade, but for the second con- 
secutive game he missed the 20- 
point circle, ending up with a 
highly sufficient 19. Syftestad 
was number two man with 12 
and Fred Seott and Denny Cole 
followed with nine and eight, re- 
spectively 

For the Wolf Pack, Chuck

Basketball Season 
Nears End; Teams 
‘Resort To Defense 


In this age of the perenial bas- 
ketball giants, the pattern has 
been one of wide followjng eee 
try to run up the highest score 
possible! This trend took a down- 
ward pull a few weeks ago as 
several colleges and universities 
all over the nation suddenly tried 
to see who could score the few- 
est points and still win the game. 

This was first noticed here on 
the west coast when the high- 
scoring Allan Hancock Junior 
College squad of Santa Maria, 
who last year scored one hundred 
or more points over a dozen 
times, ran into a stall against lit- 
tle Fresno City College. It was a 
and mouse” game all the 
way with the scoreboard showing 
a final tally of 9-7 im favor of 
Hancock. 

This type of game provides no 
thrills of sport whatsoever except 
possibly in the reading of it in the 
following day's newspaper. 

Questions have been asked why 
this type of contest is allowed. 
Spectator sports are, after all, for 
the spectator and should be kept 
on an entertaining level. If you 
disagree, just try to sit through 
forty minutes of motionless bas- 
ketbali with an aggregate total 
of only forty points scored dur- 
ing the “contest.” 

Another side of this picture, 
however, which must be evalu- 
ated, is that of the coaches. Why 
do these basketbail coaches in- 
struct their players to go into a 
stall and “freeze the ball.” 

There are two main reasons 
which seem to justify such strat- 
egy. When a team such as weak 
Fresno CC goes up against a high 
scoring powerhouse such as Allan 
Hancock, the coach feels that the 
only measure to be employed is 
that of the stall, since, as in this 
case, to try and match the strong- 
er team point for point would be 
next to impossible. The second 
reason, the coaches say, for em- 
ploying the stall is that it gives 
them a sense of satisfaction to 
see their team hold off a high 
scoring opponent for forty min- 
utes and allow them only two or 
three field goals during the whole 
contest. 

Perhaps the basketball stall is 
a lost art, but if it is, as far as I 


am concerned, it can stay lost.

In addition as a general rule 
state financed buildings are not 
named after any individual al- 
though there are exceptions now 
and there will be in the future 
As an example of that, the new 
dormitories will receive names 
of one kind or another before 
next fall.

The Australian Jazz Quartet 
came here a few years back ac- 
companied with all kinds of ad- 
vance rave notices. The Quariet 
cut a few records and were 


booked solid in some New York 
and Washington, D. C. night 
clubs. The response was enthusi- 
astic at first, but the impetus did 
not continue. There was not much 
direct criticism against the group, 
but their music failed to produce 
any original innovations. 

In a relative sense, there are 
more educated jazz fans in 
Europe than in the United States, 
but it is inversely true for the 
musicians. Europe is isolated 
from the origins of jazz, and 
therefore can make a more ob- 
study and appreciate the 
language of jazz more than can 
most Americans. Witness the suc- 
cess of such groups as Armstrong, 
Brubeck and Stan Getz in Europe. 
But the music itself is another 
story 

There are musicians of major 
importance developed elsewhere, 
such as Tishiko from Japan, and 
the piano player from Sweden 
vho accompanied Stan Getz in 
his European album (and whose 
name escapes me at the moment) 
But jazz developed because of 
the particular sociological condi- 
tions that were prevalent in the 
United States. The music has 
been a reflection of those condi- 
lions, and such circumstances 
not existed elsewhere. With

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Total Capacity to 
Reach 1200 in 
SSC Cafeteria 


When the new cafeteria facili- 
ties are put in operation, the 
seating capacity will be more 
than tripled. Present seating 
capacity in the Sacramento State 
College cafeteria is 350. When the 
job of remodeling is completed, 
the total capacity will be about 
1200, 

Besides increased seating 
capacity, other features are being 
included to facilitate faster serv- 
ice. A whole new serving area 
will be installed in the main din- 
ing room, which will seat 580 
people. 

The snack bar, which has not 
been in use this semester, will be 
enlarged. The snack bar dining 
room is planned to seat 300 
people.

In addition, a room seating 60 
people is planned.

A second 
story is being built above the 
snack bar dining room.

Who's the Queen? 


If a visitor was brought to the Sacramento State Col- 
lege campus during the October Homecoming queen contest, 
put into solitary confinement until April and then brought 
back to the SSC campus during the ASSSC officer elections, 
he might very conceivably think that the queen contest was 
still in progress. 

He would see almost identical posters, demonstrations, 
hand-outs, and the ever present structural monstrosities 
during both of the campaigns. The speeches would be altered 
slightly, in one case the speaker would be attempting to 
prove it’s better to have a 37-24-36 rather than a 34-29-36 
for queen and in the other it’s better to have a person who 
has been ICC representative from 17 clubs for an ASSSC 
office rather than one who has only. been ICC representa- 
tive from nine. 

The Hornet suggests that the ASSSC should try an 
experiment with that thing called the democratic procedure 
for electing officials. In this sense, democratic procedure 
does not mean merely election by majority decision but 
instead means majority decision based on rational choice. 

The mechanics of the election would work something 
like this: (1) posters, both indoor and outdoor, demonstra- 
tions and signature type handouts would not be allowed; 
(2) approximately three forums or debates with audience 
participation would be held; (3) The Hornet would set aside 
space for candidates to discuss or debate various phases of 
student government; (4) there would be two displays of 
candidates pictures for identification purposes: and (5) 
the candidates would continue the procedure of speaking to 
the various clubs and organizations. 

The net result of a program of this type would be to 
foree those candidates who desired election into a position 
where thev would have to become thoroughly familiar with 
the ASSSC, its strength and weaknesses, and they would 
have need to fairly valid reasons for seeking offices. 

It is a certainty that the results of an election con- 
ducted in this manner could not show less intelligent voting 
than one fashioned after a queen contest.

Changes Coming! 

As has been noted here before, the governmental strue- 
ture of the ASSSC is much too large, cumbersome and 
tradition bound. 

This conclusion stems from the fact that Inter Club 
Council, the cabinet and class government have time and 
again frustrated student office holders and have been kept 
in existence by the acceptance of the statement, “They may 
not have a purpose now, but in the future a need for them 
may well arise.” 

Reasoning of this nature has no apparent validity under 
any circumstances and especially in the college situation 
where government structure should be as liberal as is 
possible. 

Fortunately, Lee Elam, ASSSC president, set up a 
special committee who's purpose is to take a long and 
thorouch look at the governmental structure as laid down 
in the By-Laws of the ASSSC. 

This committee will have a 
student council in approximately two weeks. That report 
will undoubtedly contain several recommendations which, 
if approved by the student council, by 2/3 vote, and then 
by the associated students, will make some rather extensive 
changes in the structure. 

It is the sincere belief of the committee that the adop- 
tion of their recommendations will mean a change for the 
better in student government. But as Tryon Edwards said, 
“Sincerity is no test of truth—no evidence of correctness 
of conduct. You may take poison sincerely believing it the 
needed medicine, but will it save your life?” 

As applied to these recommendations, Edwards state- 
ment means that every member of the Associated Siudents 
must take a thorough look at them prior to the time when 
they come up for a vote. 

The Hornet will editorally discuss each of the proposed 
By-Law amendments which might come out of these pro- 
posals. Should students find points of disagreement with 
the proposed amendments or The Hornet's position on them, 
it is quite important that they register their point of view 
via the letters to the editor column in the paper.

Evidently Austin Nelson doesn’t 
realize that statements of one or 
two paragraphs may sometimes 
represent all one feels the neces- 
sity to say. His accusations are 
unjust and unfounded, to say 
the least. 

To clarify my presentation of 
February 13, Mr. Ne!son, there 
are those in positions to give sub- 
stance and effect to their ideas, 
and those who are not: who 
gripe and scream blue murder 
about the state of affairs of 
everything they can think of, and 
who never can... or will... 
do anything BUT gripe. 

You might turn your “analy- 
tical” mind to the logical evalua- 
tion of how these diametrically 
opposed groups came to occupy 
the positions they do occupy. 

Perhaps it is you who has no 
substantia! position. 

I have suddenly become vastly 
tired of playing games with Mr. 
Nelson, accordingly, I have gone 
to reliable sources and obtained 
factual information which I feel 
will settle a great part of this 
controversy conclusively once and 
for all. At least, I will dare 
Austin Nelson to refute these 
facts, and the integrity of the 
people who issued them, by any 
means at his disposal. 

He charges the ASSSC with 
enforcing a policy of “Join up or 
you can't go to school,” and 
states that this is the result of 
“a group of long-gone students 
working in conjunction with the 
Board ef Education.” 

I offer this direct quotation 
from Dr. Guy A. West, president 
of SSC: “To the best of my 
knowledge, the Board of Educa- 
tion had no hand in this. It was 
based on an initial request by the 
students to extend their activities, 
and supported by legislation.” 

Has the college been forced to 
relinquish to ASSSC the right to 
reject a student’s admission after 
he has been accepted by the col- 
lege . . . for purely monetary 
reasons? Has the integrity of the 
college been compromised? Has 
its authority been usurped ? 

Please accept this statement 
from S. W. Pretzer, SSC_ busi- 
ness »nanager: “The ASSSC does 
not have the right to reject a 
student's admission. The decision 
is in the law, and the administra- 
tion is bound to uphold it. If a 
student were to be kept out, the 
president (of the college) and I 
would have to do it. In that sense, 
it is the college and not the 
ASSSC that has this authority. 
There is no compromising of the 
college’s integrity or usurping of 
its authority. No student who ever 
had a bona fide financial prob- 
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lem was kept out because of that 
reason.” 

Now let us examine the State 
Fdueation Code, which Mr. Nel- 


son claims is unconstitutional, 
and which, he says, likens the 
ASSSC to a dictatorship, a pro- 
tection racket, and a state of 
injustice. 

The law provides that a student 
body organization may be estab- 
lished, and that it may include 
musical organizations, and speech 
and dramaties activities. It 
further provides that activities of 
such a student body organization 
“shall be designed to contribute 
to the development of skili and 
facility in human relations, the 
development of leadership ability, 
and the recreational and social 
needs of the students.” Finaily, 
it states that if . . . and only if 

_, such an organization is estab- 
lished (upon favorable vote of 
two thirds of the students in- 
volved), “the State Director of 
Education shall fix a membership 
fee which shall be required of 
all regular students attending 
such a college.” 

And considering that it costs 
the taxpayers approximately $790 
per year for a college student's 
education, students on this cam- 
pus could find a lot better things 
to gripe about than their com- 
paratively low student body fees. 

Of course, Mr. Nelson knows 
that the law provides for a ref- 
erendum. All he has to do is 
bring in a petition signed by 35 
per cent of the regularly enrolled 
students to put ASSSC’s fate to 
a vote. This is his chance to show 
who is right and who is wrong. 

Personally, I think he cut his 
own throat on January 16 when 
he said “There is no doubt in my 
mind that ASSSC can be a fine 
organization and an important 
force in student life.” 

And for heaven's sake, if stu- 
dent body cards and the ASSSC 
were abolished, gone with ath- 
letics would be the speech, drama, 
debate, music, and cultural ac- 
tivities which he holds so dear, 
and also The Hornet, which he 
finds a handy medium to express 
his views. Gone, too, would be a 
lot of capable men and women 
who instruct these subjects. 

I agree with you, Mr. Nelson. 
I don’t think you did examine 
the facts with the aid of rose- 
colored glasses. 

I think you used blinders.

that such views as were expressed 
in Professor Livingston's convo- 
cation address be restricted to 
“private groups who are com- 
petent to evaluate and refute 
them.” This assumes ihat the 
several hundred students and 
faculty members at the meeting 
are incapable of passing mature 


judgment on what was said, the 
only exception presumably being 
Mr. Calhoun. 

Since Mr. Calhoun, obviously, 
has access to the columns of The 
Hornet and, admittedly, is quali- 
fied, is it inappropriate to asik 
why he did not use the oppor- 
tunity to “evaluate and refute.” 
Is it conceivable that Mr. Cal- 
houn did not grasp the substance 
of the paper, and is, therefore, 
unable to discharge either of 
these obligations? 

Mr. Calhoun speaks of “naive 
and uninitiated students who 
might be unduly influenced by a 
facade of forensic splendor.” One 
wishes he had been more specific 
and indicated just what he had 
in mind. This, rather than sub 
jecting us to his own splendorous 
forensics. Could it be that Mr. 
Calhoun finds such old tricks a 
convenient means of avoiding the 
pains of responsible reflection? 
Who is “naive” and who is “une 
initiated” are questions that Mr. 
Calhoun might well ponder. 

Next, Mr. Calhoun drags out 
the moth-eaten notion that Pro 
fessor Livingston's views are “dee 
structive rather than construc- 
tive.” The only conclusion I can 
draw from this, in view of Mr. 
Calhoun’s failure to present any 
supporting evidence, is that he 
equates the mouthing of empty 
slogans with the conduct of re+ - 
sponsible disclosure. W ithout, 
doubt, one reason why Professor 
Livingston asserted that we were © 
a nation of “idiots” (in the 
Greek definition), was due to his 
having read many such pieces a# 
Mr. Calhoun offered. 

May I suggest to Mr. Cal. 
houn, if there is such a person-~ 
the registrar reports there is ne 
student enrolled under that name 
at SSC—that he contribute an- |
